“Let him carry his Soviet star,” 
the German Chancellor told a 
cheering crowd of 50,000 young 
Nazis “We will conquer in the 
gign of the Swastika.” 

The reference was to the black 
and red swastika emblem of Nazi 
Germany and the five-pointed red 
star of Iussia. 

‘If the hour ever comes when our 
old adversary makes an attempt 
upon us,” he told the picked delega- 
tions of junior Nazis, “you will be 
gtanding beside, behind and before 
me and will help me fight.” 

Thesboys greeted his words with 
cheers from their seats in the 
jammed Nurnberg Stadium. 

“When I look upon you I realize 
I have not fought in vain,” Hitler 
told the youths who were brought 
to the National Socialist convention 
for “meritorious service to the party. 

“You are finer youth than Ger- 
many ever had before. You have 
the: good fortune to be witnesses 
to a great period.” 

Hitler declared he was “one of 
the few happy people in the world 
who personally has experienced” the 
meaning of comradeship, faith, de- 
votion and sacrifice. 


“If We Had” Russian Land. 
Later today, Hitler spoke before 
the Labor Front, and as hundreds 
of airplanes roared overhead he said 
Germany would be overwhelmingly 
prosperous “if we had” the rich 
agricultural lands and the ore- 
laden mountains of Soviet Russia. 

‘If I had the Urals, if we pos- 
sessed Siberia, if we had the Uk- 
raine, National Socialist Germany 
would be swimming in surplus pros- 
perity,” he declared. 

He painted a picture of the plen- 
ty which such acquisition would 
bring in contrast with Germany's 
present, difficult struggle against 
the raw material shortage. 

Describing the Soviet surplus of 
land and materials, he declared: 

‘lI am not in the fortunate po- 
sition of the Soviet Jews. Never- 
theless, Germany’s problem must 
he solved. There is no such thing 
As saying it cannot be done. It 
can be done because it must be 
done 
“Germany must live!” 
Purchasing Power, Production. 
The speech was a plea for pa- 
tience, fortitude and determination 
in the task which, he admitted, 
might require a generation to solve. 
“But the nation, thank God, lives 
longer than one generation,” he 
went on. 

He pleaded with the workers to 
Understand that Germany’s pur- 
chasing power cannot be increased 
except through an increase in pro- 
duction. 

‘I could raise your wages to @s- 
tronomical heights,” he said. “With 
three paper factories, my dear Ger- 
man workmen, I could do it.” 

Apparently he referred to curren- 
-Cy inflation. But, he added: “To 
really raise your buying power -I 
need 10,000 new German enter- 
prises.” 

‘Providence Rewards Strong.’ 

In his address:to the Young Na- 
zis, Hitler appealed to the boys and 
Birls. To “believe in Providence” 
Which he said _ rewards strong, 
brave, disciplined supporters of the 
Party and the nation.

Circuit Attorney Franklin Miller, 
highly complimented in the grand 
jury report which contained a 
scathing criticism of the Board of 
Election Commissioners, said today 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter that 
he could not outline, in advance of 
a conference he would have Mon- 
day with the new grand jury, the 
plan and scope of the investigation 
it will make. : 

Another Development. 

Another development today was 
discovery that the Election Board's 
announcement of registration to 
tals, given to the press shortly aft- 
er the riverfront bond issue elec- 
tion, greatly exceeded the actual 
registration in many precincts. 
Checking of registration figures by 
a Post-Dispatch reporter disclosed 
that in two precincts the recorded 
vote exceeded the registration. This 
occurred in the celebrated “505 to 
0.” Fourth Precinct of the Twenty- 
second Ward—where the vote ex- 
ceeded the registration by 18; “nd 
in the First Precinct of the Eight- 
eenth Ward, recorded as favoring 
the bond issue by 607 to 5—where 
the vote was eight more than the 
registration. 

The retiring grand jury’s report, 
which was written by its foreman, 
John J. Griffin, suggested that the 
Circuit Attorney’s office should 
devote its time with the incoming 
grand jury and with later grand 
juries, to investigation of the 1934 
and 1936 primary elections and to 
the riverfront memorial bond elec- 
tion of a year ago. The 
Post-Dispatch this week has ex- 
posed fraud in every one of the 19 
wards in which the riverfront bond 
issue was approved, and fraud in 
one ward where the bonds failed 
of approval. 

Miller’s Statement. 

Cirenit Attorney .Miller said the 
report of the grand jury correctly 
expressed the situation as he saw 
it. 

“I intend to do just that,” he told 
the Post-Dispatch. “What will be 
taken up first, or just how far the 
grand jury will go in geographical 
scope, I cannot tell until after my 
conference with it and the inquiry 
gets under way. 

“I have a definite idea of where 
the investigation ought to start and 
will give the grand jury my opinion 
on that, but in deference to them, 
I do not want to express it now. 

“Obviously, so much information 
has been accumulated for the grand 
jury to investigate that the next 
grand jury cannot begin to com- 
plete the inquiry. That will have 
to be left to future grand juries. 

“Later, from time to time I will 
attempt to inform the public on 
how far we will be able to go within 
the limitations of time and man 
power.” 

Suggestion to Finnegan. 

The retiring grand jury suggested 
that future investigation of regis- 
tration frauds, caused chiefly, the 
grand jury held, by neglect of elec- 
tion clerks to make a proper can- 
vass of their precincts, should be 
taken over by Prosecuting Attor- 
ney James P. Finnegan, with — the 
co-operation and assistance of the 
Circuit Attorney’s office, and that 
the Circuit Attorney’s office should 
devote its attention to the more 
serious offenses of election frauds. 

Willful neglect of election clerks 
to canvass their precincts is a mis- 
demeanor, punishable by a jail or 
workhouse sentence of 30 
days. During the 17 days the re- 
tiring grand jury spent investigat- 
ing registration and election frauds 
exposed by the Post-Dispatch, it re- 
turned 23 misdemeanor indict- 
ments, and seven felony indictments 
—the felony charges being based 
on frauds in the last primary elec- 
tion. The misdemeanor cases will 
be prosecuted by Finnegan in the 
Court of Criminal Correction. - 

One of the difficulties. of the in- 
vestigation made by the _ retiring 
grand jury, its report pointed out, 
was that records of the Election 
Board were not complete. The 
grand jury was “astounded at the 
apparently negligent manner in 
which official records called for by 
the statutes of the State to be made 
and kept in the conduct of the Elec- 
tion Commissioners’ office were 
either kept or preserved.” 


In contrast to this criticism of 
the election commissioners, the 
grand jury reported that Circuit 
Attorney Miller and his assistant, 
James E. McLaughlin, “worked 
tirelessly and diligently with us.” 
The “people of St. Louis would be 
well served and the interests of 
justice would be met,” the report 
said, “if the Circuit Attorney is 
allowed to continue his investiga- 
tion and follow through the cam- 
paign in this matter as planned by 
him in consultation with us.”

Tells | Stamford, Conn., 
Crowd Unemployment Is 
the Most Urgent Prob- 
lem Before Country. 


By the Associated Press. a 
ABOARD LANDON TRAIN, 


Sept. 12—Gov. Alf M. Landon, 
bound for Portland, Me., where he 
will speak tonight, pressed his sur- 
prise foray into New England to- 
day with a strenuous schedule of 
three-minute speeches in four 
States. His train was due in Port- 


land at 6:23 p. m. 

The Republican presidential 
nominee will close his party’s cam- 
paignin Maine’s nationally watched 
State election with a radio address 
on “Government and Business” at 
8 p. m. (Eastern Standard time). 
The election is Monday. 


Ten talks from the rear platform 
of his special train were scheduicd 
in Connecticut, Massachusetts, New 
Hampshire and Maine, a stop at 
Haverhill, Mass., being substituted 
for one at Sterling Junction in a 
last minute overnight change. 

The Landon train stopped for a 
few minutes at tne Pennsylvania 
Station in New York. He was 
greeted by a band and a delega- 
tion of Republican leaders who 
boarded the train: The special left 
at 8:04 a. m. 

Speaks on Jobless Problem. 

At Stamford, Conn., the next 
stop, Landon told a large crowd 
that “the most urgent préblem be- 
fore the country” was “finding real 
jobs at the best of good wages” for 
the unemployed. He defined the 
task as “restoring to 11,000,000 un- 
employed . fellow’ citizens their 
birthright of becoming self-support- 
ing, self-reliant and “independent 
citizens once more.” 

“There is no future, for any 
American on the relief roll,” he 
said, but added, “until we can re- 
store confidence and speed up re- 
covery we must continue to provide 
relief for those needing relief.” 

He also discussed unemployment 
in brief talks at Bridgeport, New 
Haven and New London. He 
reached New London, his last stop 
before leaving Connecticut, shortly 
before noon. 

The first large group of Eastern 
visitors boarded Landon’s train at 
Trenton, N. J. It included Gov. Har- 
old G. Hoffman, former Senator 
Walter E. Edge and 12 other New 
Jersey Republicans. 


Five Stops in Indiana. 

Cheered yesterday by crowds at 
five Indiana stops, Landon again 
promised “a fighting campaign for 
good government,” and repeatedly 
stressed “We want a government 
that will be just and honest, that 
will protect the average man in his 
economic rights and his oppor- 
tunities, and also a government 
that will not take too much out 
of his pocketbook. 

“Whether *you know it or not, 
you are paying taxes in a thousand 
ways.” 

In Indiana he spoke at Fort 
Wayne, Gary, Valparaiso, Plymouth 
and Warsaw. 


After the arrival at Portland, 
Landon’s train will be shunted to 
a waterfront street, from where a 
parade will escort the nominee to 
the Municipal Athletic Stadium. 

Landon will remain over Sunday 
in Portland as the guest of Sena- 
tor Frederick Hale. Leaving Maine 
Monday, he will set out on a re 
turn trip ending in Topeka Tues- 
day night after a two-day series of 
19 rear platform speeches in New 
Hampshire, Massachusetts, New 
York, Illinois, Iowa and Missouri. 

Gov. Brann Telegraphs Welcome. 

Gov. Louis J. Brann, Democratic 
candidate for the United States 
Senate in Monday’s election, sent 
the following telegram to Gov. 
Landon: “I extend to you a very 
cordial welcome and trust I may 
have the pleasure of extending to 
you the gracious welcome of the 
people of Maine.” Brann said he 
planned to greet the Republican 
nominee personally. 

Brann, in an address last night 
criticised the donations of wealthy 
persons to the Republican campaign 
fund as reported to a Senate Com.

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2800-MILE TRIPS

Craft Check Accuracy of 
Flying Weather Maps 
Made After Four Years 
of Technical Study.

NEW YORK, Sept. 12.—The Ger- 
man flying boat Aeolus arrived at 
Port Washington, Manhasset Bay, 
Long Island, from Bermuda at 1:59 
p. m. today, completing the 770- 
mile leg of a flight from the Azores 
which started from a catapult ship 
Thursday night. : 

The Aeolus circled the harbor, 
with a convoy of several welcoming 
planes following, and alighted at 
2:02 p. m., 100 yards away from its 
sister ship, the Zephir. 

The ship, which arrived at Ber- 
muda yesterday from the Azores, 


left its moorings in Hamilton Bay at 
7:30 a. m, and taxied through two 
rock passages to the place of take- 
off. 

When Capt. Hans Werner von En- 
gel set his 10-ton seaplane down in 
Long Island Sound today, it had 
covered 2833 miles since 8:17 p. m. 
Thursday, when it was cata- 
pulted from the base ship, Schwa- 
benland, off the Azores. 

The accomplishment is regarded 
as vital evidence of what trans- 
port planes and crews can do in 
the way of operating on schedule 
through all kinds of Atlantic weath- 
er. 
The Aeolus flew 2063 miles yes- 
terday to Bermuda. Its sistership, 
the Zephir, reached Port Washing- 
ton, Friday, after a direct flight 
from the Azores. 

Both flying boats checked ac- 
curacy of “flying weather maps.’ 
Knowing what weather was sup- 
posed to lie before them, the com- 
manders logged winds, rain, clouds 
and fog. The flyers’ business was 
to see mere.y that these ordinary 
phenomena showed up where the 
weather maps said they should ap- 
pear. 

The maps were prepared from the 
evidence of four years of technical 
studies participated in jointly by 
Lufthansa, the German flying com- 
pany, Pan American Airways of the 
United States, Imperial Airways of 
Great Britain and Air France, the 
French airline.

RUSSIA TO HOLD NORWAY 
RESPONSIBLE FOR TROTZKY

UPHOLDS PENALTIES 
OF SECURITIES ACT 


U. S. Judge at Memphis Says 
Provisions Are Aimed to 
Protect Property. 


By the Associated Press. 

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Sept. 12.— 
United States District Judge John 
D. Martin upheld today the consti- 
tutionality of the penal provisions 
of the 1933 Securities Act. The de- 


cision was thought here to be the 
first on the act’s criminal provi- 
sions, other opinions having been 
concerned with civil or equity 
issues. 

Judge Martin’s 
ruled demurrers of Benjamin A. 
Bogy and others, indicted on 
charges of conspiracy to violate the 
Securities Act and of using the 
mails to defraud. The defendants 
contended the act violated the due 
process provisions of the fifth 
amendment, but Judge Martin held 
it actually carried out the amend- 
ment’s sections intended to protect 
property. 

“In what manner could Congress 
have manifested greater concern 
for the general welfare in the pro- 
tection of property than in provid- 
ing criminal punishment for those 
offenders who would use the mails 
and instrumentalities of interstate 
commerce to sell securities to the 
unwary by ‘device, scheme, or arti- 
fice to defraud,’ or who would ob- 
tain money or property by untrue 
or misleading statements, or by 
transactions, practices, or business 
methods operating as fraud or de- 
ceit upon purchases of securities?” 
asked Judge Martin in his opinion.

SAN SEBASTIAN, Spain, Sept, 
12—Government forces abandoned 
this besieged city to Fascist rebel 
forces today. 

The Fascist columns entered the 
city and made rapid progress de- 
spite the gunfire of retreating mie 
litiamen. 

The flight of the defenders began 
after insurgents captured Fort San- 
ta Barbara which commanded all 
Government positions at the city’s 
gates. Hundreds of militiamen 
were hastily loaded in trucks. 

The Facists thus were in possese 
sion of the entire Spanish north- 
eastern coastal sector adjacent to 
the French frontier. The sector had 


‘been fought for since the outset 


of the civil war because the Fas~ 
cists wanted a northern coastal rear 
guard base for armies advancing 
on Madrid to the south. 

Occupation of the sector by Fas 
cists also would prevent any gune 
running across the French frontier, 

Government defenders of the 
resort city had previously turned 
down an ultimatum to drop their 
defenses under a threat from Gen, 
Emilio Mola,,insurgent commander, 
to “blow the city to pieces.” 

Looting of stores had gone on in 
various sections of the city as 
Basque Nationalists tried vainly to 
preserve order. The Basque come 
manders had said they feared an- 
archists were gaining controt of 
the Government militia and the 
city was in danger of being burned, 

Devastation of the nearby city of 
Irun, before its capture by the in- 
surgents, was held responsible for 
the Fascist refusal to guarantee 
general amnesty to the loyalists in 
return for surrender. Gen. Mola 
has insisted those responsible for 
Irun’s destruction should not escape 
punishment. 

The rebels’ ultimatum was dis- 
tributed yesterday by Fascist flyers 
who dropped thousands of leaflets 
into the city. It warned all for- 
eigners and Spanish civilians te 
leave the territory immediately, 

The ultimatum said: 

“In order that the Nationalist 
(Fascist) movement shall not make 
any innocent victims, we give warn- 
ing that 48 hours will be allowed 
for the evacuation of the civil pop- 
ulation and the foreigners. 

“After that time, if the rebels (the 
term used by the Fascists to desig- 
nate the Government defenders) do 
not surrender, the army remains 
free to act and to destroy the city 
at a given command.” 

The French Consulate was ofr- 
dered closed by Jean Herbette, the 
French Ambassador. He cautioned 
all citizens to evacuate the city yes- 
terday afternoon. A neutral zone 
was established by the consular 
corps at La Sarenas, on the sea, 
where two villas were rented to af- 
ford foreigners safety. 


REBELS IN TRAP 
WEST OF TOLEDO

Mussolini said Italy’s campaign 
for self-sufficiency in raw materi- 
als, especially those used for mili- 
tary purposes, has “already given a 
noteworthy result and will be con- 
tinued most vigorously.” 

The General Commission for War 
Manufactures, he said, controls 
more than 1000 auxiliary manufac- 
turing plants. 

The amount of extraordinary ap- 
propriations voted for the armed 
services was not disclosed. A Cab-

A correspondent was caught in 
the fighting and reached safety in 
the home of City Councilor Vidal 
Arroyo. 

“You see what they tried to put 
over on us after we have been ex- 
pecting they would let their women 
and children out,” Vidal Arroyo cx- 
claimed to me. 

“We complied with their request 
and sent Father Vazquez Camarasa 
from the Madrid Cathedral into the 
Alcazar to baptize a new-born baby 
and pray over their dead. We un- 
derstood he had persuaded them to 
set free their families.” 

The Councilor told how the priest, 
blindfolded, spent three hours in- 
side the fort. On his return, the 
priest reported the Fascists had 
changed their minds about releas- 
ing the women and children.

civil war. 

The insurgent victory at Pico last 
Sunday, together with the capture 
yesterday of Arenas de San Pedro, 
now gives the rebels command of 
all the passes leading to Madrid, 
which lies 90 miles east of the in- 
surgent front stretching from the 
Mediterranean to Irun. 

The Pico victory is significant be- 
cause it shows the value of cavalry, 
proves the superior initiative and 
daring of the rebels, and illustrates 
the essential characteristics of the 
professional versus the péople’s 
army. 

Peaks 8000 feet high tower above 
the highway on either side of Pico 
Pass, which seemed to block the 
union of the insurgent armies at 
Talavera de la Reina and Avila. 
The Government forces considered 
their stronghold here impregnable. 
Behind their two 75-millimeter guns

Said the rebel commanding offi- 
cer: “Most of their dead were killed 
as they fell over precipitous bluffs 
in their headlong flight.

Unclipped Coupon on Securities Of- 
fered for Sale Leads 
to Arrest.

NEW YORK, Sept. 12.—An un- 
clipped bond coupon was said by 
police today to have led to the 
arrest of a man identified as Paul 
Stern, 39 years old, of New York, 
in connection with a recent series 
of bond thefts, amounting to $2,- 
000,000.

“They were excluded,” Ashburn | 
said, “becatise they. wére classed | 
as intermittent employes, paid only 
for the time they worked. At the 
time of the strike, which came as 
a great surprise to me, we were 
endeavoring to establish many 
workers on a monthly basis. 

Ashburn explained that barge line 
workers in 1933 established a‘share- 
the-work plan*whereby twice as 
many men were employed but eacn 
worked only part time. ‘They now 
demand an hourly rate, according 
to Ashburn, which would give them 
the equivalent of a full week’s pay. 

“We are paying now 44 cents an 
hour,” Ashburn said, “and that is 
more than private employers are 

\ paying for the same type of labor. 
As a matter of fact, protests have 
come to me from private employers 
and particularly from our chief 
competitor that any rise in our 
wage scale would jeopardize their 
business.” 

Private Company’s Protest. 

The head of the Waterways Cor- 
poration made-public a telegram 
of protest he had received from L. 
Wade Childress, president of the 
Mississippi Valley Barge Line, a 
private company. It reads as fol- 
lows: “In the settlement of the 
strike of your dock forces at St 
Louis I want to make the appeal 
that the existing scale of wages be 
not increased. The basis of my ap- 
peal is that the existing wage rates 
of the Federal Parge Line are high- 
er than is paid by private industry 
for corresponding classes of labor.

GNCH SNAKE GAINING 
N FIGHT WITH SPIDER 


Makes Progress in Struggle 
Against Strands of Web 
in Pastor’s Garage.

A death struggle between a 
young six-inch garden snake and 
a spider, which began yesterday in 
the garage of the Rev. J. B. Murrie, 
pastor of the Washington Park 
Baptist Church at Washington 
Park, near East St. Louis, was still 
in progress today with the snake 
gaining slightly in its fight for 
freedom. 

‘The Rev. Mr. Murrie first no- 
ticed the two when he went into 
the garage at noon yesterday tor 
his car. The spider had woven its 
web from the floor of the garage 
to the wall, winding most of the 
strands close to the head of the 
snake which was trying to extri- 
cate itself by wriggling back and 
forth in the web. 

So effectively had the spider 
worked yesterday that the snake 
was being raised slowly from floor 
of the garage until half of its body 
was supported in the air, making it 
difficult for the snake to wiggle 
and fight back. 

During the night, however, a 
number of the supporting strands 
of the web gave away and 
snake was successful in pulling the 
web down until all its body, except 
the head, is again on the garage 
floor. The spider continued its 
weaving despite the temporary set- 
back and drew the remaining sup- 
porting cords together into one. To- 
day other threads had been added 
until the snake’s head is. firmly 
enmeshed in one long cord, which 
the spider connected to the wall of 
the garage, about 18 inches from 
the floor. 

At one time yesterday afternoon, 
the Rev. Mr. Murrie told report- 
ers, the snake appeared on the 
point of freeing itself, but the spi- 
der quickly wove a few more 
strands about the snake’s neck and 
it was more tightly ensnared than 
‘defore. Several times the snake 
tried to lash out at the spider with 
its tongue. but the spider withdrew 
out of reach. 

Just how the snake first became 
caught in the web could not be de- 
termined. The Rev. Mr. Murrie 
said he thought the snake might 
have curled up near the wall of the 
garage and the spider wove the 
web around it before the snake was 
aware of what was occurring.

PAYING OUT $1,165,000 


Sum Represents Balance Due 1800 
Holders of Defaulted First 
Mortgage Participations. 

The Franklin-American Co. is 
paying $1,165,000 today to about 
1800 holders of defaulted first mort- 
gage participations, representinz 
paymenf in full of the balance due 
on the pincipal of the participa- 
tions, which totaled $2,002,000 when 
the company went into liquidation 

in April, 1933. 

The payment is part of a repur- 
chase agreement, whereby partici- 
pation holders agree to waive inter- 
est from the default date. At that 
time the holders had agreed to 
waive payments of principal or in- 
terest for five years, or until 193%. 
Interest on the participations 
ranged from 4% to 5% per cent. 

The repurchase was proposed in 
letters sent by the company to 
holders last June. 

Today’s payment represents 55 
per cent of the principal of $1,499. 
289° in “guaranteed” participations 
issued by the Franklin-American 
Co. and 67% per cent of the princi- 
pal of similar securities issued by 
the Real Estate Mortgage Trust Co., 
whose business was taken over by 
Franklin-American in 1929.

54TH BLOOD TRANSFUSION 
IN TWO AND ONE-HALF YEARS 


Victim of Rare Type of Anemia De- 
pends on Volunteer Donors 
for Life. 
James Hedley received yesterday 
his fifty-fourth blood transfusion in 


two and one-half year’s. A sufferer 
from an unusual form of anemia, 
known to the medical profession as 
aplastic anemia, he has survived by 
this means since the illness first 
made itself known after a nasal 
hemorrhage. 

A truck driver, he is 24 years old, 
married and lives at 6109 Lillian 
avenue, Before his ailment was 
diagnosed he underwent a number 
of operations for the removal of 
boils which occurred because of low 
resistance due to the condition in 
the bone marrow which fails to 
create sufficient red blood cor- 
puscles, 

There is no known cure for the 
malady, physicians said, but it is 
relieved by frequent blood transfu- 
sions—in Hedley’s case from three 
or four pints each five or six weeks 
—to make up for the deficiency. 
With this assistance the sufferer is 
able to carry on a moderate amount 
of work and otherwise live nor- 
mally. 

Hedley has received his transfu- 
sions at Barnes Haspital, obtaining 
blood without charge from volun- 
teer donors who have learned of 
his plight and are willing to assist 
in preserving his life.

The young Democrats who organized the seven- 
state political rally at Charlotte, N. C., invited the 
voters to “gather in the Green Pastures and make the 
Solid South more solid for Roosevelt.” Seizing the 
opportunity created by this figurative reference to 
their section, the President, guest of honor at the 
occasion, took as the text of his address the familiar 
phrases of the Twenty-third Psalm, “the green pas- 
tures and the still waters.”’ 

Those beautiful and hallowed words strike an in- 
stant chord of response and appreciation in everyone 
who knows the Bible or the English language. Mr. 
Roosevelt made full use of the appeal they held for 
all his hearers and his readers, and skillfully wove 
the words into an eloquent address. 

After his pleasant greetings to his audience, and 
after his generalities, the President's speech became 
a political address. From this aspect, it rose to no 
great heights, doubtless because Mr. Roosevelt chose 
not to mention his opponents or the criticisms of 
his policies, but merely to enumerate some of the 
items of progress claimed under his administration. 
Taking this line, the speech necessarily lacked the 
dynamic qualities of conflict and of denunciation, in 
which the President has also shown himself. to be 
adept. 

The best that may be said of the address is that 
it was a typically able one, smooth in rhetoric, pleas- 
ant in delivery, reassuring to his hearers.

Prediction of Gifford Pinchot in 1913, that timber supply would be exhausted by 
heedless exploitation, has been realized in many areas, Federal forester says; tells | 
of ghost towns in Missouri, once thriving but in decay since trees are gone; 
“boom and bust’ policy causes unemployment, poverty and social demoralization. 
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F. A. Silcox, Chief of Forest Service; U. S. Department of Agriculture, 
in Country Home; Reprinted from Reader's Digest. 


IFFORD PINCHOT, first chief of the 
(5 unitea States Forest Service, once told 

a group of Western lumbermen that if 
they continued cutting timber as fast as 
they had been cutting it, their forests would 
be cleaned out in 30 years. 

“Mr. Pinchot,” replied the leader of the 
group, “there is enough timber tributary to 
our mills to keep them going for seven gen- 
erations.” 

That was 23 vears ago. Today, the timber 
is gone, the mills aré closed, 1500 workers 
are scattered. 

This is not an isolated case. All over this 
country are scenes of desolation—ghost 
towns which once were flourishing; vast 
areas of denuded, eroded and burned-over 
land which once were rich forests. 

Fifty years ago, Wayne County, Mo., was 
a paradise of virgin short-leaf pine, inter- 
spersed with valuable mixed hardwoods. In 
Greenville, the county seat, the largest saw- 
mill in the South began operations. Three 
churches were built, and a four-year high 
school. Agriculture boomed along with the 
lumber company. The market for fresh 
foods was large. Horses used in the woods 
operations needed much hay. For a time, 
Greenville and the farms nearby prospered. 

Today, one small Sawmill, running about 
two-thirds of the time, handles all the lum- 
ber output of the county. Greenville has 
dropped from 2000 to 700 population. Farm- 
ers have lost their market and, by erosion, 
much of their soil. Real estate values, both 
farm and city, have dropped 50 per cent. 
Many of the upland farms have been aban- 
doned. 

More startling is the fate of another Mis- 
souri town—Upilika. It was the center of 
rich stands of virgin short-leaf pine. One 
company alone cut 20,000 acres of timber. 
Another cut 10,000. Upilika, at the height of 
its prosperity, had a population of more 
than 1200. The town of Upilika now con- 
sists of one farmhouse. 

In 1885, logging started on a big scale 
around Washburn, Wis., and the town grew, 
almost overnight, to a population of 6000. 
By 1896, several mills were cutting 600,000 
board feet a day. More than 50 lumber boats 
were often in the bay at one time 

But by 1900, the seemingly inexhaustible

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forests were gone, and when, in 1903, the 
du Pont company wanted a desert site for 
a powder factory, it chose a spot five miles 
from Washburn. The “inexhaustible” supply 
of white pine was desert enough. | 

The company that built Fullerton, La., 
spent about $3,000,000. It built two big saw- 
mills. It operated a big department store 
and drug store, a modern hospital and an 
up-to-date hotel. It built bakeries, dairies, 
picture theaters, barber shops. It built an 
electric light plant to provide current not 
only for lighting the town, but for power in 
the mills and for heating. It installed sew- 
ers, telephones, lights and water. It built 
a fine high school, churches, lodge halls, a 
dance pavilion, baseball diamonds. 

The company operated from 1907 to 1927, 
cutting long-leaf pine, employing, at the 
height of operations, more than 2000 people. 

Today, the company employs nobody in 
Fullerton. Only one small building is still 
standing there. The company’s property in 
the town is worth perhaps $200. 

A few months ago, I visited Fullerton and 
stood in front of the steel vault which once 
had been part of the bank. Suddenly, the 
vault door was pushed open from the inside 
and an old colored man came out. The vault 
was his home. 

When the East's supply of timber began 
to run low, the great Northwest was opened 
up. Columbia County, Ore., for instance, on 
the Columbia River, had 400,000 acres of 
dense, coniferous timber, mostly Douglas fir. 
Boom towhs grew up, mills went full blast. 
If operations continue at the same rate as 
the average for 13 years ending Jan. 1, 1934, 
Columbia County’s timber will last six more 
years. ° 

These tragic towns are the result of a 
lumbering policy of boom and bust. In their 
train have followed unemployment, poverty 
and social demoralization. 

But there has been good forestry as well 
as bad. Cloquet, Minn., Fargo, Ga. and 
Crossett, Ark., are examples of sound, per- 
manent and busy lumber towns, prospering 
because their mills are making efficient use 
of every tree and are raising new crops of 
trees to replace those destroyed. In a word, 
they are farming their forests, not minin 
them. S

Holland Suilt a crack army, and, 
when the’ war broke out, mobilized 
it and Kept it mobilized at great 
expense during the entire hostili- 
ties. It was perfectly clear that 
anyone who invaded Holland would 
not have an easy time of it, small 
though the country was. But hav- 
ing done this, Holland took more 
blows on the chin, more insults to 
national pride, more interference 
and more suffering than is easily 
imaginable. 

She was between two fires. Her 
economic prosperity was bound up 
with that of Germany. Most indi- 
viduals in Holland were not neutral 
in their feelings. For one thing, 
the Boer War was not yet forgot- 
ten.

SPRINGFIELD, MO., CANCELS 
WATER COMPANY'S FRANCHISE 


Acts on Ground of Failure to Pro- 
vide “Pure and Wholesome” 
Drink as Stipulated, 

By the Associated Press. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Sept. 12.— 
The franchise of the Springfield 
City Water Co. was terminated late 
yesterday by an ordinance which 
the City Council passed in a spe- 
cial session. This action had been 
urged by a citizens’ committee and 
in mass meetings since an epidemic 
of intestinal disturbances late in 
July, alleged to have been caused 
by the water. 

The franchise, granted to O. B. 
Perkins “and assigns” in 1882, pro- 
vided that if the company failed to 
provide “pure and wholesome” 
water that the city could take over 
operation of the plant. 

Mayor Harry D. Durst. 
signed the bill, said 
‘case probably would be made 
the courts.

A report of Dr. Newell R. Ziegler,

The second dress illustrated is 
sufficiently tailored for business 
wear but is satisfactory for im- 
portant luncheons and informal din- 
ner engagements. The material is 
black crepe and the trimming is 
black patent leather. Note that the 
patent supplies the accent which 
usually is supplied by white deco- 
rations on a black dress and there 
is nothing to soil easily. The patent 
leather trims the pockets on the 
skirt and is appliqued to form a 
flower design on the front of the 
wide belt. A narrow patent leath- 
er bow appears at the neckline, 
and the belt and buttons are of the 
same shiny leather. The raglan 
shoulders have a novel treatment,

With his first lion 
Macomber, the pampered rich man, 
bolts—and snaps the last shred of 
respect that binds the beautiful 
but completely worthless woman 
who bears his name. 

There’s a nightmare period when 
the three of them face the fact 
that he’s yellow. Then they sight 
the three bull buffalo—-“huge black 
animals, looking almost cylindrical 
in their long heaviness, like big, 
black, tank cars, moving at a gal- 
lop across the far edge of the open 
prairie...” 

Ugly, vicious beasts—one rip of 
their wide black horns meant rav- 
elling death. Beside their menace, 
lion hunting was child's play. No 
peppering away at these brutes, 
trusting to chance shots to finish 
them. Two shots—and ‘~o only~ 
could penetrate those armored 
skulls and steely muscles—through 
the nose, or chest. And after that, 
even if you were lucky enough to 
land, they “took the hell of a lot of 
killing,” said Wilson. 


These things Wilson told Ma- 
comber even whilethe bulls thune 
dered toward them... told them to 
the man who yesterday had run in 
crazed fear from a wounded lion, 
But within the last hour something 
had happened to Macomber. With 
the first plunging onrush of the 
|maddened monsters ... the first 
bellowing “ca-ra-wong” of the great 
guns... fear had left him. Courage 
had filled him. He was no longer a 
coward. Macomber had come of 
age! 

And Wilson, the lawless cynic, 
sees and is profoundly touched by 
the change. “He had seen men come 
of age before, and it always moved 
him. It was not a matter of their 
twenty-first birthday. It had taken 
a sudden chance of hunting, a sud- 
den precipitation into action with- 
out worrying beforehand, to bring 
this about. 

“Look at the beggar now,” Wilson 
thought. “It’s that some of them 
stay little boys so long ... some- 
times all their lives ... The Great 
American boy-men ... Beggar had 
probably been afraid all his life. 
Don’t know what started it. Any 
number of things might start it. But . 
over now. 

“He’d seen it work the same way 
in the war. Fear gone like an op- 
eration. Something else grew in its 
place. Main thing a man had. Made 
him into a man.” 

“Fear gone like an operation”—~ 
there’s the thing that must happen 
to any mortal before he can grow 
up. Fear of: pain and pressure, fear 
of responsibility, criticism, competi- 
tion ... all the endless and damna- 
ble forms of fear which kept us 
shamefully infantile ... never, un- 
til they are “gone like an opera- 
tion,” do we truly “come of age.” 

Yet how we dread that operating, 
dodging and resenting the wrench 
that shall set us free!
